e Seon efter the firft national aflembly had decreed, 

thatthe Contat of Avignon belonged to the French 
nation, an army of affaflins, of whom one Jourdoa, fur- 
named the Cutthroat, was commander, took polleffion of 
the uofortunate city of Avignon, The churches were im- 
mediacly pillaged ; the facred vafes profaned and carried 
off; the altars levelled to the ground, The prilons were 
foon filled, and the ushappy victims were releafed only to 
faffer death. A deep pit was dug to receive their dead 
bodies, fix hundred of which were thrown into it, man- 
gied and diftorted, before ten o’clock the next day. 
Among them was Nolhock, .a prieft, in the eightieth year 
of his age. He had been thirty years re€tor of Symphro- 
rien, a parith which he prefered to all others, and which he

A moft bloody battle has been fought at the town of 
Stantz, Canton of Underwald, in Switzerland, between the 
French troops aud the inkabiiants, Our readers will re- 
collee¥ that Gen, Schaweaburg was ordered againit Uuder- 
wald to foice the inhabitants to aceept the new conitlitution, 
Faithtul to bis orders, the General proceeded againtt this 
unfortunate and bold people ; however, he met a recep- 
tion he did not expeét, The Swifs fought like lions fui 
1g bours, and the moft dreadful carnage enfued. Old 
men, aud even the women, all joined in this terrible con- 
flict. The French, irritated by fcuh obitinate refiltance, 
wreaked upon them the moft terrible vengeance! All the 
inhabitants between Stantz and Stantzat were pillaged and 
deitroyed, At Stantz, 17 houfes only efcaped the ravages 
of the flames, Stantzat, and feveral other villages were re- 
duced io afhes, Several Capuchins and the Curate of 
Siantz were found among the killed. Thofe who efeap- 
ed fled tothe mountains and were clofely puifued. We 
may form fome idea of the tury and defpair which ani- 
mated this wieiched people, whea we contider that with a 
lorce far inferior, without dicipline or ollicers, they refit.
